Mr. Fog, in his laf Fournal, gives use particular Ac- 
count of the Ceremonies ob/erved at the Funeral of the late 
Prince/s Sobieski; and as thefe are very different from any 
Thing we ever (ze in this Country, we fancy our Readers 
will be well enough pleafed with it. 

‘ On Toefday the 18th of February, the Body of the 
. Princefs Ciementina Sobieski, cloathed in her ordinary 
* Habit, was carried from the Palace where fhe died, to 
* the Church of the Holy Apoftles. — At the Gate 
oi the Church, the Corps was taken out of the Coach, 
by the Gentlemen of the deceas’d, and placed upon 3 
Bed of State made for that Purpofe, being met at the 
Church Door by all the Fathers of the Convent with 
each a ighted Taper in his Hand ; when they came into 
— Middle of the Church, the Corps was placed upon 
fame, farrounded by twenty four Candles of white 
Saere the Oince of the Dead was performed to 
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« After this the aforefaid Gentlemen of the deceas’d, 
bore the Corps into an inner Chamber, accompanied by 
the Pope’s Major Domo, the Archbifhop of Amafia, 
and the Mafters of the Ceremonies to his Holinefs, 
there being prefent Donna Ifabella Acquaviva D’ Arrago- 
nz, Datche/s Stozzi, with the Ladies and Maids of Ho- 
nour ot the Deceas’d, in the Prefence of thefe and 
other neceflary Attendants the Body was embalm’d under 
the’ Direction of Signior Antonio Laprotti Phyfician to 
his Hounefs. 3 

‘ This Ceremony being over, the Dutchefs Stozzi, 
who had attended the deceas’d Princefs in all her [il- 
nefs, and the other Ladies, cloathed the Body in the 
Habit of a Dominican Nun, in Honour to the Convent 
to which fhe had once retired, when it was carried toa 
Chapel of the faid Church, where a Swifs Guard ar. 
tended ; here it lay till Sunday the 23d, when it was 
to be carried to the great Church of Src. Peter ; accord- 
ingly on Sunday the 23d, the Dutchefs and Ladies afore. 
faid going into the Chapel drefs’d the Body in Robes 
with rich Gold Clafps, and trimm’d witn Gold and Er- 
mine, over which was put a Mantle of Purple Velve¢ 
lined with Ermine, with black ‘Lufts adorned with Gold 
Lace, upon her Legs were Silk Stockings with Gold 
Clocks, the Shoes were of Purple Velvet embroidered 
with Gold, upon her Hands white Gloves likewife em- 
broidered with Gold, upon her Head was a Cap of 
Purple Velvet, bordered at the Edge with Ermine, her 


‘Hair hanging loofe about her Neck and Shoulders, 


then the Corps was removed from fhe Chapel 
to the middle of the Church, and placed upon a Bed 
of State prepared for that Purpofe, covered with a rich 
Brocade, and a fumptuous Canopy over it, the whole 
Church being hung with Black, and illuminated with aa 
infinite Number of Wax Candles, two and thirty Card:- 
nals in Purple Habits, (which is theit Habit of Mourn- 
ing) affifting in the Office of the Dead. 

<*f hen began the Proceflion towards the great Church 
ot St. Peter in the following Manner : | 

‘ Firft went the Boys of Ss. Michael's, znd of the Or- 
phans, with each two Torches before thein, after thefe 
the numerous Confraternities with Torches of Wax 
in their Hands, and the different Enfigns or Standards 
Ol their Societies.

performed by Monfignor Cervini Patriarch of Jerufalem, 
and the Canons of S+. Peter's, then four of the Gentle- 
men of the deceas’d, mounting the Steps placed near the 
Bed of State, removed the Body, and laid it upon a 
Couch prepared for it, in the Chapel, the Chapel being 
illuminated with Wax Torches fet upon filver Standards, 
——then her Ladies taking off the Robes, left on the 
Nuns Habit which was under them, and put a Nun’s Veil 
about the Head. | 

« This being done, four Gentlemen put the Body into a 
Coffin, upon a Mattrafs of white Taffata, with a Pillow 
of the fame, then the Gentlemen Uther of the de- 
ceas’d putting a Veil of white Taffata over the Face 
and whole Body, the Coffin was clofed up, and confign’d 
to the Chapter to be depofited in the Vawlt of the faid 
Church. 

‘The next Day being the 24th the Cardinal Arch- 
Prieft, and the Reverend Chapter, caufed a high Tomb 
to be fet in the middle of the Chapel in which was pla- 
ced the Coffin richly covered, a folemn Service was per- 
formed by the abovefaid Patriarch of Jerufalem, affifted 


‘ by the feveral Choirs, the whole Chapter with all the 
‘ Gentlemen, Ladies, and other Domefticks of the de- 


ceas’d, attending in deep Mourning, then the Coffin 
was carried by the Gentlemen attending down the Stairs 


‘into the Vault under the Charch, the Chapter follow- 


ing, Monfignor Origo performed a fhort Office below, 
and leaving the Body below, they all returned into the

with the Lofs of Corfica, and the Neighbourhood of the 
Spaniards, have requeited Time to give his Majefty their 
Anfwer. The Duke de Mestemar, at the Head of 30,000 
Nien, prefles hard for the Purchafe of Port Specie, but 
the Gencefe are not forward to ftrike the Bargain, dcing 
becter able to deal with fewer Purthafers. 

The Cor/icans have actually thrown off entirely theif 
Allegiance tothe State of Genoa, and form’d thenifelves 
into a Republick : Their Government isto confift of two 
Pr imates, a Junto of fix, and a Senate of twelve Perfons. 
Giafferi and Cicaldi, the two famous Leaders in the laft 
Revellion (as the Genoe/e term it) are appointed Primates 
for Lite, with the Titles of Royal Highnefs : The Junto 
‘s to be named by the Senate, and the Senate to be com- 


: aoe of Deputies chofen by the Cities, and great 
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The Right Hon. the Countefs of Efex is gone from 
Turin tofee Rome, where fhe was received with all pof- 
fible Honours by the Princes and Princeffes refiding there. 
Her Excellency has been fhewn all the Curiofities of thae 


‘famous City, and was introduced to the Affemblies held at 


the Princefs Corfini’s, the Pope’s Niece. The Countefs 
Jodged at Mrs. Radcliffe’s, a Lady who is related to the 
late Earl of Derwenrtwarer, and is fettled at Rome.
